WARNING GIVEN 
OVER UNIT PLANS

DOWNGRADING Oswestry’s 
midwife-led maternity unit 
would be as detrimental as 
closing it altogether, cam¬ 
paigners have warned. 

Liz Grayston, founder of the Save 
Oswestry Maternity Unit campaign, 
issued the stark warning ahead of a 
demonstration taking place on Satur¬ 
day in a bid to show health bosses how 
crucial the unit is. 

This weekend’s protest is taking place from 
10.30am at Cae Glas Park in Oswestry, the same 
time as demonstrations in Bridgnorth and Lud¬ 
low. All three towns’ maternity 
units are at risk of being down¬ 
graded in a review of maternity 
services. 

The review could mean the 
units would not remain open 
overnight and instead operate 
through an on-call system. 

But Mrs Grayston said: 
“Downgrading the county’s 
rural midwife-led maternity 
units would be just as damaging 
as closing the units altogether. 
It would be all well and good having a midwife 
on call but if they’re 40 minutes away from the 
unit and a mum due to give birth is five minutes 
away that doesn’t really work.” 

Gill George, of Shropshire Defend Our NHS, 
said to downgrade or close the units would be 
“completely unacceptable”. 

“Downgrading the units sounds like the lesser 
of the two evils but it isn’t,” she said. “If the 
units are downgraded and an expectant mother 
arrives at a unit before the on-call midwife, and 
gives birth on the doorstep before the midwife 
has even arrived, that’s unacceptable and risky. 

“That only has to happen once or twice before 
the word gets out and mums stop wanting to use 
the units, which could lead to the units closing 
altogether.” 

However, health bosses say the proposed 
changes to the Oswestry maternity unit would 
not be a downgrade of the service. They said the 
proposals would respond to women’s choices for 
care.

Kinnerley Church of England Primary 
School has launched a breakfast and after 
hours club in conjunction with the Little An¬ 
gels child care group. 

And its says the move has already been 
praised by parents. 

Headteacher Marilyn Hunt said that sev¬ 
eral parents had asked for child care facilities 
to be made available at the school. 


She said: “It is something that they asked 
for and we have been developing over recent 
months. We are very pleased that the Little 
Angels club is now open.” 

Children can be dropped off at the breakfast 
club from 8am and can stay after school up 
to 6pm. 

“Anyone coming to the breakfast club can 
have cereals, toast and a drink with a snack 
and fruit available after school. Those staying 
until 6pm also have a hot meal,” Mrs Hunt 
said. 


“In a rural area like Kinnerley it can be dif¬ 
ficult to organise child care if you are a work¬ 
ing parent. 

“We hope that our Little Angels club will 
allow local families to choose Kinnerley for 
their child’s education.” 

The village is expanding with some housing 
already built and others in the planning stage. 

Mrs Hunt said that the primary school, 
which has 77 pupils and 15 nursery children, 
was enjoying a number of building improve¬ 
ments at the moment.

Family home hit by 
devastating blaze is 
target of burglary 

A FAMILY who lost their home in a fire 
have now discovered that burglars have 
stolen garden tools from their shed. 

The Hocking family have been living 
with relatives since the fire in the house 
in Oldford View, Welshpool, last month. 

The fire was caused by a candle that 
was being used during a power cut caused 
by Storm Doris in February. 

Dyfed Powys Police say that sometime 
since the fire, burglars have broken into 
a shed in the garden. 

Police Community Support Officer 
Gary Gwilt said that two petrol strim- 
mers had been stolen. 

“The property was gutted by fire and 
the theft has occurred sometime since 
then,” he said. “Anyone who has been 
offered a petrol strimmer for sale should 
call Welshpool Police Station on 101 or 
CrimeStoppers on 0800 555 111.” 

Karl Hocking, 19, was taken to hospi¬ 
tal suffering from smoke inhalation after 
escaping from the blazing home. Fire¬ 
fighters arrived to find flames shooting 
several feet into the sky and at its peak 
five appliances and 20 firefighters were at 
the scene fighting the blaze. 

After the blaze the community rallied 
around to raise thousands of pounds to 
help the Hocking family replace posses¬ 
sions lost in the fire. 

The blaze also prompted a warning 
from the fire service on the safe use of 
candles in properties.

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Outdoor market faces a 
crucial time say councillors

IT has a history going back cen¬ 
turies - but Oswestry’s famous 
outdoor market is in crisis. 

The market must be rescued or dis¬ 
banded, councillors have warned at a 
meeting. 

Oswestry Town Council uses its website 
to champion the attraction as a “major 
part” of the area’s identity. But the boom 
times for the market have gone and a stark 
message was given as the town council was 
given the latest figures on how many trad¬ 
ers have attended the Wednesday and Sat¬ 
urday open air markets this year. 

On average there have been 14 stalls on 
Wednesdays and just nine on Saturdays, 
over the past 12 months. And matters came 
to a head on February 22 when just three 
traders turned at Bailey Head up in the 
heavy rain with four on February 25, again 
in wet, windy weather. 

There are hopes that the weekly mar¬ 
kets can move down into Bailey Street and 
attract more footfall, which in turn could 
bring in more stallholders. But this de¬ 
pends on the town council taking over re¬ 
sponsibility for street trading rights, which 
are currently held by Shropshire Council. 

At a meeting of the markets and car 
parks committee of Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil, councillors agreed that the trading fig¬ 
ures were bleak. 

Markets manager, David Clough said the 
weather did affect numbers and said that 
last Wednesday had seen good weather and 
plenty of stallholders. Councillor Amanda 
Woof said she had been at the Shrewsbury 
Farmers’ market on a recent Friday. 

“It was wet but there were plenty of 
stallholders and plenty of shoppers. We re¬ 
ally need to rescue our markets or disband 
them,” she said. Councillor Cynthia Hawk- 
sley said that on a brighter note the arti¬ 
san market, held on the last Friday of each 
month had seen an increase in traders with 
16 in February. Mr Clough said that the 
popular Shropshire produce market was 
returning on April 15 and said the market 
had just launched a new ‘app’ to help with 
advertising. 

Mayor, Councillor Paul Milner, said the 
drop in the number of traders was not only 
bad for the town it was bad for the town 
council. “We are losing money in stall 
rental,” he said. 

Councillors will discuss the street trading 
regulations at a special full council meeting 
in April. 


SHE’S spent more than a decade reassur¬ 
ing, comforting and caring for her commu¬ 
nity, and now Effie Cadwallader has had 
some of that kindness repaid.

West Midlands Ambulance Service said 
Mrs Cadwallader had breached the Data 
Protection Act in destroying the records but 
she insisted she shredded the forms in the 
interest of patient confidentiality. 

But following a meeting with Nathan 


Hudson, a senior official of WMAS, Mrs 
Cadwallader was reinstated immediately. 

She said: “I was keen to not only clear 
my reputation but also get reinstated for all 
those who have supported me and had spo¬ 
ken up for me. I feel I owe it to them really. 

“Of course I was apprehensive about 
coming back, I was able to book back in as 
soon as 7.30am on Saturday and that felt 
nice and normal but I was worried about 
how I’d feel once I was called out but I’ve 
found that I’ve slotted back in right away 
and it feels right to be back. 

“Really I’d just like to thank everyone 
who has supported me, everyone who has 
stood up for me, everyone has been ab¬ 


solutely amazing and I can’t thank you 
all enough. There’s been no end of hugs, 
emails, phone calls, even boxes of choco¬ 
lates. It’s been just astonishing.” 

Mrs Cadwallader was even greeted with 
cheers and a round of applause on her first 
visit, since her reinstatement, to village su¬ 
permarket Stans Superstore, which set up 
a petition to get her back in her voluntary 
post. Now Mrs Cadwallader, whose on duty 
every day of the year - except for when 
she goes on holiday - is looking forward to 
some normality. She added: “No two jobs I 
get called out to are ever the same and we 
deal with some horrible stuff but I’m glad 
to be back.”

Decrease in 
main car park 
use reported 

ROADWORKS and the opening of 
two new edge-of-town supermarkets 
are thought responsible for a drop in 
motorists using Oswestry’s main car 
park. 

The town’s main car park, Central 
Car Park, saw a marked drop in tick¬ 
ets issued from the middle of January 
to the middle of February, the latest 
figures show. However, Oswestry 
Town Council’s two other car parks, 
Smithfield Street and the Horsemar- 
ket fared better with a rise on last 
year’s figures. 

At last week’s Oswestry Town 
Council meeting, councillors noted 
that the total income to the council 
from Central Car Park from April 
to February this year was £428,314, 
compared to £438,816 last year, a de¬ 
crease of 2.4 per cent. 

Mayor Paul Milner said that he 
hoped the drop was not because peo¬ 
ple were driving as far as the new Aldi 
and Lidl supermarkets, doing their 
shopping and not carrying on into the 
town centre. 

Other councillors said that they 
thought that the drop had more to do 
with the recent roadworks on Shrews¬ 
bury Road that had been part of the 
Lidl development. 

Councillor Chris Schofield said he 
hoped the March figures would see an 
improvement. “I would urge people to 
support Oswestry and come into town 
to do their shopping,” he said. 

Vandals scratch 
firms' windows 

THREE town centre businesses had 
their windows scratched by vandals 
overnight, police have said. 

Main windows at three premises in 
Church Street, Oswestry, were dam¬ 
aged by deep scratches with a sharp 
implement. The damage happened 
sometime between 5.30pm on March 
10 and 9am on March 11.

Festival will take place 
after fee issue clarified

A FOOD festival will go ahead in 
Oswestry this summer after the 
town council agreed to support it 
again as it has done for the past 
decade. 

Oswestry Food and Drink Festival 
attracts thousands of people to the 
town each year for the two-day July 
weekend. 

Food and drink stalls line the streets with 
producers and stall holders as well as street 
entertainment bringing in the crowds. 

Last year there had been a move by festi¬ 
val director John Waine to find a new per¬ 
son to head the festival and talks were held 
with Oswestry Town Council over the fu¬ 
ture it might have with any new organiser. 

Confusion then arose over whether the 
town council would continue to support the 
event as it has in the past. It estimates the 
cost of providing its staff and stalls at just 
over £2,000. 

Mr Waine said that if the festival had to 
pay out that kind of money it would possi¬ 
bly not be sustainable and, having decided 
to continue organising this year’s event, he 
wrote to the council asking it not to charge 
such a figure. 

“Were we to meet this, giving the rising 
costs of power, insurance and promotion it 
would mean increasing the fees that are al¬ 
ready at a limit for many local traders. We 
do not feel it is to the benefit of the festival, 
the town or the council that the sustaina¬ 
bility of the festival be risked in this fash¬ 
ion,” he wrote. 

At last week’s town council markets and 
car parks meeting councillors stressed that 
the figure would only have been looked at 
had the festival been taken over by a com¬ 
mercial enterprise rather than the current, 
not-for-profit team. 

Councillors agreed to continue support¬ 
ing the festival this year in the same way it 
has done in the past, by providing the staff¬ 
ing and stalls free of charge. 

The councillors voted to express an inter¬ 
est in taking over the running of the food 
festival in 2018. 

Councillor Duncan Kerr said he was very 
pleased that the festival was going ahead 
again this year. 

“It is of great benefit to the town,” he 
said. 

Councillor Vince Hunt said: “The festival 
is a fantastic event which is a boost for the 
local economy.”

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Two treated after

A COUNTY councillor faces suspension from all council duties for 
breaching the members’ code of conduct. 

Councillor Gwynfor Thomas, who represents the Llansantffraid ward, was 
suspended from all Powys County Council business for four weeks following a 
hearing of the standards committee. 

He is the third Conservative councillor on Powys County Council to be suspended in 
recent weeks. Councillor Thomas has 21 days to appeal against the decision.

In addition if they have been ap¬ 
pointed by the council to an outside body, 
including appointment as a local authority 
school governor, they cannot act on that 
body during their suspension. 

During a period of suspension neigh¬ 
bouring councillors will be asked to provide 
cover on behalf of ward residents. 

Last week it was announced Councillor 
Aled Davies was suspended from the au¬ 
thority. He had pleaded guilty to six animal 
health offences in 2015, alongside Council¬ 
lor Thomas, who admitted to nine offences. 

Llandrindod Wells Councillor Gary Price 
is also suspended. Earlier this month the 
decision to suspend Councillor Price was 
upheld by the Adjudication Panel for Wales, 
following a two-day hearing. 


Theatre plans are revealed

A £1.4m theatre is to be built at a school 
near Oswestry, and it will open for the com¬ 
munity to use. 

Moreton Hall School has revealed it is 
to build a 290-seat community theatre on 
campus, which it is hoped, will be open to 
the public by 2019. 

The independent day and boarding school 
has released artist impressions of how the 
theatre will look. 

Already the plans have attracted wide 
support, with £850,000 being pledged to¬ 
wards the project so far, as well as 250 
businesses, schools, community groups and 


arts organisations surveyed for their feed¬ 
back. The idea for the community theatre 
was the brainchild of benefactors, Bill and 
Julie Holroyd, who saw the positive results 
of drama, through their own daughter’s ed¬ 
ucation.

TRANSFORMING Oswestry into a Business Improvement District 
(BID) is a “once a lifetime” chance for businesses to control their 
own destiny, a public meeting has heard. 

Dozens of business people attended the meeting to hear from the team lead¬ 
ing the drive to gain BID status for the town. 

Gary Ridgway, chairman of Oswestry BID working group, told the meeting, held at 
Carriages restaurant on Wednesday last week, gaining the status could unleash up to 
£220,000 extra funding for the town each year for five years. But he said it was now time 
- for businesses to tell the working group 


Unit changes 
would not be 
'downgrade' 

HEALTH bosses say proposed changes to 
Oswestry maternity unit would not be a 
downgrade of the service. 

Campaigners are set to hold a protest in 
Cae Glas Park on Saturday over the pro¬ 
posals, fearing the moves would lead to a 
poorer service. 

But health bosses said the move would 
respond to women’s choices for care. 
Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery at The 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “It’s clear, from the national 
Better Births Maternity Review, that we 
need to consider how we deliver our service 
locally. 

“Team Midwifery, as recommended by 
the national Maternity Review, is not a 
downgrade of services. It is an individual¬ 
ised, holistic way of providing continuity 
of care, with the same midwife, for women 
during all stages of pregnancy and birth. 
This has been shown, over many years, to 
reduce intervention, increase the chances 
of a normal birth and increase satisfaction 
for both women and mid wives. 

“Since 2008 we have seen a significant 
shift in where women are choosing to give 
birth and we, as a service, need to respond 
to women’s choice. 

“We will soon be going out to meet people 
in our communities to gather the views of 
users and other key stakeholders to explore 
the possibilities of how we might begin to 
implement the recommendations of the 
Maternity Review.” 


what they wanted to see BID do for the 
town. Formally launching the BID process, 
Mr Ridgway said the working group was 
made up of a wide range of local business 
people who all shared the same goal of mak¬ 
ing Oswestry better for businesses. 

The meeting heard examples of how BID 
schemes in other parts of the country had 
transformed towns. One example was in 
Derby where the BID process has led to the 
development of the area’s Cathedral Quar¬ 
ter which is now widely seen as a successful 
hub for entertainment, business and com¬ 
merce. The meeting heard the Oswestry 
BID scheme would later this year be re¬ 
leasing its plan for the town and towards 
the end of the year a ballot would be held. 

If the majority of businesses vote for the 
town to become a BID area, a levy of prob¬ 
ably between one to two per cent will be 
added on to business rates. 

That money can be match funded from 
other sources and the funding will be used 
to improve the town. 

Mr Ridgway said Oswestry Town Council 
had made £30,000 available to the project 
and Shropshire Council had given £20,000. 

Mr Ridgway said: “This is about busi¬ 
ness. It is about businesses working col- 
laboratively. I have met lots of politicians, 
lots of councillors and I have had a lot of 
support. I have probably met since Septem¬ 
ber 120 businesses and I have had only one 
negative comment. 

“Having BID would give Oswestry’s busi¬ 
nesses a chance to form strategies for the 
town and for the future. Oswestry could 
become a destination, it could become a 
Cathedral Quarter. We have amazing en¬ 
trepreneurs. 

“This is a once in a lifetime opportunity 
for the business community to take control 
of their own destiny.” 

Mr Ridgway urged businesses to get in¬ 
volved in the process and make their views 
clear.

Long-term endorsement deals 
with well-known Instagrammers, 
such as Kristina Bazan, who 
signed with L’Oreal last year, can 
be worth £1 million or more.

Fears over treatment of 
female recruits remain 


The parents of recruit 
Cheryl James still have 
concerns about army life, 
reports SUE AUSTIN 

THE parents of Deepcut soldier 
Cheryl James say they remain 
concerned about the treatment 
of young women in the armed 
forces. 

Cheryl was just 18 when she was 
found dead at the army camp for 
young recruits in Surrey on Novem¬ 
ber 25, 1995, 22 weeks after she had 
signed up. 

Last year a second inquest into the 
teenager’s death ruled that she had 
killed herself, a conclusion that shocked 
her parents, Des and Doreen, who live in 
Llanymynech near Oswestry. 

In a speech given to the recent Women 
of the World Conference in London, Mr 
James spoke of the culture of bullying 
and the highly-sexualised and misogynis- 
tic attitudes at the camp at the time. 

“Doreen and I remain very concerned 
about the treatment of young women in 
the armed forces and we are not at all 
convinced that sexual harassment and 
assault has ceased to remain a part of 
day-to-day life for many, modern-day 
service women,” he said. 

“Deepcut was like a cliff edge. 

“A tragedy waiting to happen, whether 
as a result of the suicide of a vulnerable 
young person left alone in that brutal 
place or as a consequence of kids running 
amok and out-of-control. 

“Time and time again I saw a double 
standard. 

“The Army in its internal reports were 
shown to consider the girls at Deepcut to 
be ‘promiscuous’ with no such language 
used to describe the boys. 

“The Army routinely saw the girls as

the problem. One solution the Army 
came up with recently was to install 
CCTV cameras in girls’ accommodation 
but not the boys.” 

Mr James also revealed the family 
was not convinced by the conclusion 
from the second inquest into their 
daughter’s death. 

He said: “We do not agree with the 
verdict of the coroner that, beyond rea¬ 
sonable doubt Cheryl took her own life. 

“There was credible scientific evi¬ 
dence which pointed away from that 
verdict which the coroner did not ac¬ 
cept and extremely serious gaps in the 
evidence - but here we are. 

“After 20 years it seems we have 
taken it as far as we can.” 

Cheryl’s parents and Liberty, the 
human rights organisation, have called 
for a public inquiry into allegations of 
bullying, abuse, and predatory sexual 


behaviour within the army at the time 
of the deaths of Cheryl and another 
Deepcut recruit, Sean Benton. 

In his speech to the conference, Mr 
James said: “The Ministry of Defence 
is still considering our request but as 
time draws on we can be forgiven for 
expecting the worst. 

“There are strong legal arguments 
for a public inquiry and we will con¬ 
tinue to press for this. 

“We received allegations from many 
former recruits of serious physical and 
sexual abuse, some finding the courage 
to speak about this for the first time in 
20 years.” 

Cheryl James and Sean Benton were 
two of four young army recruits who 
died at Deepcut Barracks between 1995 
and 2002. 

A second inquest into Cheryl’s death 
was held last year. 


Coroner Brian Barker QC ruled the 
teenager’s death was suicide. 

Des and Doreen James were visibly 
shocked by the verdict, which was deliv¬ 
ered at Woking Coroner’s Court after a 
five-hour narrative was delivered by the 
coroner. 

It marked the end of years of cam¬ 
paigning fighting for justice in their 
18-year-old daughter’s name after an in¬ 
quest held shortly after her death from 
a gunshot wound at the Army barracks 
in Surrey in November 1995 recorded an 
open verdict. Cheryl’s family received 
an apology on behalf of the Ministry of 
Defence from Brigadier John Donnelly, 
the Army’s head of personal services, for 
the Army’s failures in duty of care which 
had been criticised by the coroner. The 
apology was also extended to the parents 
of the three other young soldiers found 
dead at Deepcut. 
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Now that the European Union 
(Notification of Withdrawal) Bill 
has received Royal Assent, the 
Prime Minister will trigger Article 
50 by writing to the European 
Council before the end of this 
month. The two year countdown 
to leaving the EU will then begin, 
allowing negotiations to start. 

Parliament’s role will then be 
to pass the Great Repeal Bill 
and this will be announced in the 
Queen’s Speech in May. This Bill 
is expected to go through Parlia¬ 
ment during the summer and will 
seek to remove the European 
Communities Act 1972 from the 
statute book, meaning that the 
legislation which gives direct ef¬ 
fect to all EU law in Britain, will no 
longer apply from the date upon 
which the UK formally leaves the 
EU. This Act gave legal effect 
to European law and many in¬ 
dustries and everyday activities 
depend on European regulation 
in order to function. Because of 
this, as an interim measure, we 
will turn the entire accumulated 
body of EU law and obligations 
into UK law to maintain certain¬ 
ty and continuity. In subsequent 
years Parliament will then be free 
to amend, repeal and improve 
any law that it chooses. 

The Prime Minister has con¬ 
sistently said that it is a priority 
to guarantee the rights for EU 
citizens currently resident in the 
UK to remain here and for UK 
citizens living in EU countries to 
remain in those countries. David 
Davis confirmed this to me on 
the floor of the House of Com¬ 
mons. We then look forward to 
negotiating reciprocal free trade 
with our European neighbours 
whilst pressing ahead with trade 
agreements with the rest of the 
world, once we formally leave 
the EU. Belgium, France, Ger¬ 
many, Italy, The Netherlands, 
Spain and most other EU coun¬ 
tries sell considerably more to 
us than we sell to them. It is in 
their selfish and strategic interest 
to continue free trade with us. If, 
after the negotiations, EU refus¬ 
es a trade deal, we can still leave 
and begin to trade under World 
Trade Organisation rules. This ar¬ 
rangement implies relatively low 
tariffs on UK exports to the EU 
and vice-versa. We already trade 
with many countries on WTO 
terms. The Office for Budget Re¬ 
sponsibility now forecasts GDP 
growth of 2 per cent this year 
and 2 per cent in 2021. Unem¬ 
ployment nationwide remains at 
a record breaking 4.7 per cent, 
compared to 9.6 per cent in the 
EU as a whole; North Shropshire 
unemployment is down to 1.4 
per cent. With all this good mac¬ 
roeconomic good news, we be¬ 
gin to negotiate our exit from the 
EU from a position of strength. 

I look forward to the Prime 
Minister triggering Article 50 and 
the Government negotiating a 
good deal for an independent 
UK.

Investment scheme creates new jobs

MILLIONS of pounds will be 
spent improving roads in Mid 
Wales. 

Nearly £12 million will be spent on 
improving the road network in Powys 
over the next three years, the county 
council confirmed. 

The county’s roads will receive the major 
spending boost after Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s capital strategy for the next three 
years was approved by full council. 

It means that an additional £11.85m 
will be spent on road infrastructure in the 
county over the next three financial years 
starting from 2017/18. 

The local authority say the investment 
will be used for surfacing works on the 
highways. 

Despite the funding boost, bosses at 
Powys County Council say overall road 
conditions will still deteriorate but now “at 
a reduced rate” instead, due to the near £12 
million sum. Councillor John Brunt, Powys 
cabinet member for highways, said: “The 
county council has approved its capital 
spending allocation as part of the council’s 
overall medium term financial plan and 
budget plans. 

“As part of these plans, nearly £12m of 
that investment will be dedicated to the 
county’s road network which is good news 
for road users as well as providing a wel¬ 
come boost to the local economy. 

“While this is excellent news for the 
highway network we accept that more work 
is needed in the future and that despite this 
latest additional investment the overall 
road conditions will still deteriorate but at 
a reduced rate. 

“There are still significant challenges 
ahead with a maintenance backlog esti¬ 
mated at £57m across the highway net¬ 
work and a year on year reducing revenue 
budget.” 


AN innovative investment scheme 
has led to new jobs being created in 
Oswestry. 

Green Shoots Plus, led by the 
Chronicle’s sister papers the Shrop¬ 
shire Star and the Express and Star, 
along with the University of Wol¬ 
verhampton, has seen more than £4 
million of grants handed to 65 small 
or medium-sized businesses. 

Many of the firms risked not being 


able to compete for major contracts 
without the help of Green Shoots 
Plus which is supported by the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Regional Growth Fund. 

Among the companies to have ben¬ 
efited from the funding is innovative 
Oswestry-based inflatables specialist 
Lindstrand Technologies, which has 
used a £150,000 grant to help it build 
a new hot air balloon factory beside 
its current site. About 15 jobs will be 


created, company owner Per Lind¬ 
strand said. 

Mr Lindstrand said: “We have 
built a brand new factory. When 
you’re making hot air balloons we do 
it on the floor. You need a modern, 
clean factory, and this one should 
be up and running by late March or 
early April. With the support of the 
Green Shoots Plus we have been able 
to build this without hesitation.” 


Victims of 
ira attacks 
'should be 
remembered' 

THE victims of IRA terror should not 
be forgotten amid tributes to the for¬ 
mer Deputy First Minister of North¬ 
ern Ireland Martin McGuinness, 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
has said. 

The ex-IRA commander and Sinn 
Fein veteran died this week aged 66 
after a short illness. 

Owen Paterson, who was Secretary 
of State for Northern Ireland, said Mr 
McGuinness’s lifelong aim had been 
for a united Ireland. 

He said that the two had had a con¬ 
structive relationship. 

But Mr Paterson said he could 
not condone Mr McGuinness’s early 
years. 

Mr Paterson said his relationship 
with Mr McGuiness had been cordial. 

“I served as Shadow Secretary of 
State for Northern Ireland from 2007 
to 2010 and as Secretary of State from 
2010 to 2012,” he said. 

“During that time, Martin McGuin¬ 
ness was Deputy First Minister of 
Northern Ireland, pursuing his life¬ 
long political aim of a united Ireland 
by peaceful, democratic means. 

“Although we did not agree on the 
future of Northern Ireland, we built 
up a perfectly cordial and constructive 
relationship.” 

As tributes were made to Mr 
McGuinness, Mr Paterson said vic¬ 
tims of IRA terror should not be for¬ 
gotten. 

“I cannot condone his earlier years, 
in which he pursued his political am¬ 
bitions through a shockingly violent 
terrorist campaign,” he said. 

“This caused death, destruction and 
ruined many lives.” 

The North Shropshire MP added: 
“Whilst his later renunciation of 
violence was undoubtedly vital in 
fostering peace among the wider Re¬ 
publican movement, we should not 
forget the many victims of terror who 
were not given such a choice.”

“Children are, and always have 
been at the heart of everything we do, 
and this Grade 2 is great recognition 
of how good our staff and the nursery 
setting is here at Footsteps.” 


Car park machines won't 
accept new pound coin

NEW £1 coins will be rejected 
at more than 60 car park ticket 
machines in Mid Wales because 
they have not been adapted or 
replaced in time. 

Machines at Powys County Coun¬ 
cil-owned pay and display car parks will not 
accept the new coin when it is introduced 
next week. 

Motorists are being told to either use 
the current coin or use alternative change. 
They have been told that they face a fine if 
they do not pay up and that not being able 
to pay with the new £1 coin will not be an 
acceptable excuse. The new 12-sided coin 
will come into circulation on Tuesday. 

While Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin 
councils have spent tens of thousands of 
pounds adapting ticket machines, Powys 
County Council revealed it had yet to act. 

There are 30 paying car parks in towns 
across Powys, both long and short stay, 
including those in Welshpool, Newtown, 
Knighton and Llanidloes. 

Powys County Council says it plans to 
replace rather than adapt the machines 
which will be able to accept the new £1 coin 
before the old coin is phased out in October. 

Councillor John Brunt said: “We took 
the decision not to upgrade the current ma¬ 
chines to accept the new £1 coin because 
some of the machines are over 20 years old. 
It may not have been possible to upgrade 
them. We are now waiting for delivery of 
the new machines but we will not have 
them in time or installed before the end of 
the month. We will be phasing the instal¬ 
lation of the new ticket machines over the 
coming month but we want to warn mo¬ 
torists that the current machines will not 
accept the new £1 coin.”

Cllr John Pow¬ 
ell said: “Having household waste and 
recycling centres in our ownership in¬ 
creases our options to maximise value 
from any future tendering process 
or allow us to operate the service in- 
house.” 

Games baton relay 
will visit county 

THE Queen’s Baton Relay will visit 
Powys, including Welshpool, this Sep¬ 
tember during its 388-day journey 
through the Commonwealth. 

The Powys route is part of the 
230,000 kilometre journey to the 
baton’s final destination - The Gold 
Coast Commonwealth Games in Aus¬ 
tralia in April 2018. The baton will 
spend four days in Wales, making its 
way through Powys on September 7 
as part of a journey through every 
nation and territory within the Com¬ 
monwealth in the build-up to the 
opening ceremony. 

The Powys route will begin in 
Brecon, travel to Rhayader and Lla¬ 
nidloes and then to Llandinam. It will 
then travel to the new Welsh-medium 
Ysgol Dafydd Llwyd in Newtown, be¬ 
fore a final stop at Welshpool. 


WELSHPOOL’S Mayor has said 
the renaming of the town’s day 
centre in honour of a respected 
and long serving councillor was 
a fitting tribute to her. 

The centre has been renamed after 
Councillor Anne Holloway who served 
on the town council and on Powys 
County Council for many years. 

Miss Holloway died in September after a 
short illness. Family, friends, councillors, 
staff and the centre’s clients gathered re¬ 
cently to mark the unveiling of new signage 
to mark the official renaming. 

Town Mayor, Councillor Steve Kaye, 
said renaming the centre in honour of Miss 
Holloway was a fitting tribute as it was a 
popular visiting place for her. 

Councillor Holloway, who had repre¬ 
sented the Llanerchyddol ward in Welsh¬ 
pool on Powys County Council since its 
creation in 1996 as part of local Govern¬ 
ment reorganisation, died at the Rhallt 
Nursing Home. 

Following her death tributes came from 
a wide variety of sources including Powys 
County Council Leader Barry Thomas and 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies. 

During her 21 years with the county 
council, she held a number of senior po¬ 
sitions including chairman of council in 
2005-06, chairman of Montgomeryshire in 
2002-03, chairman of personnel 2006-07 
and chairman of the council’s employment 
committee 2007-08.

All banks are 
from recycling

ALL can and plastic banks from 
community recycling sites in 
Powys have now been removed 
by the local authority. 

Powys County Council has removed 
all the banks as every household in the 
county can now have cans and plastics 
collected from the kerbside. 

Residents are being reminded to recycle 
all their cans and plastics using their red 
kerbside box. 

Meanwhile all residents are being warned 
not to fly-tip their household waste at the 
county’s community recycling sites. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member 
for environment and sustainability, said: 

“Unfortunately we were unable to control 
the use of the cans/plastics containers at 
community recycling sites and as a result 
a number of these banks were regularly 
abused with members of the public using 
them to dispose of general household waste. 

“This resulted in much of the material 
collected in these banks having to be sent 
to landfill as it was too difficult separate the 
materials for re-processing. We want resi¬ 
dents to recycle cans and plastics (bottles, 
pots, tubs and trays) using their weekly 
kerbside collection instead and we are 
happy to provide additional red boxes on re¬ 
quest. Collecting plastics from the kerbside 
allows us to maintain the quality, ensuring 
that it is all recycled and that we can get 
the best possible price for the material.” 

The council is also warning people not to 
leave their cans, plastics or general house¬ 
hold waste on the ground at any of the com¬ 
munity recycling sites. 

He added: “Anyone who fly-tips at any of 
our community recycling sites is being irre¬ 
sponsible and is committing an illegal act. 

They also run the risk of legal action being 
taken against them.”

THE organisers of Oswestry Com¬ 
munity Games say this year’s event 
is shaping up to be bigger than ever. 

The event was set up to celebrate 
the legacy of the 2012 London Olym¬ 
pics and Paralympics. 

Held in Cae Glas Park it has gone 
from strength to strength, attracting 
more sports and more visitors each 
year. 

Last year, the games were opened 
by wheelchair basketball player, 
Mark Fosbrook from Whittington,

At Oswestry Town Council’s re¬ 
cent finance and general purposes 
committee, members agreed to a 
“substantial donation” for the event 
from its grant scheme.

“One new item will be the intro¬ 
duction of a stage next to the band¬ 
stand to raise the profile of our dance 
activities and improve the closing 
ceremony.” 

He said members of the commu¬ 
nity games committee were seeking 
other local sponsors to help meet the 
cost of staging the family event. 


Waste sites 
hours will 
be cut from 
next month 

REDUCED opening days at Powys 
County Council’s five household 
waste and recycling centres will come 
into effect next month, the authority 
has announced. 

From April 3, the council will be 
reducing the opening days at the cen¬ 
tres in Brecon, Llandegley, Newtown, 
Welshpool and Lower Cwmtwrch in 
Ystradgynlais to a minimum of three 
days a week. The reduction in open¬ 
ing days was agreed by the cabinet 
last month. 

The site at Newtown will be open 
on Tuesday and Thursdays from 9am 
to 5pm and on Sundays from 9am- 
4pm while the site at Welshpool will 
be open on Monday and Fridays from 
9am to 5pm and on Saturdays from 
9am to 4pm. Restrictions on the type 
of vehicles that can access the centres 
will also come into effect on the same 
day as the new opening hours. 

Vehicles that will be allowed at the 
centres include all cars, sport utility 
vehicles and people carriers, camper 
vans and Land Rovers, pick-up trucks 
and double cab vehicles with sliding 
cover or fibre glass back and sin¬ 
gle axle trailers towed by any of the 
above. 

Vehicles that will not be allowed 
at the centre include pick-up trucks, 
double cab vehicles with open or a 
metal back, all vans, including hire 
vans, agricultural vehicles, sign-writ¬ 
ten vehicles and any trailer that is 
not single axle, regardless of what it 
is towed by. Trade waste recycling 
permits aimed at small traders will 
also increase in price from £150 to 
£200. Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for waste and recycling, said: 
“Although the opening days of the 
household waste and recycling cen¬ 
tres are being reduced to a minimum 
of three days a week, they have been 
arranged so that there will always be 
a site open somewhere in the county 
every day of the week.”

Today Llanfyllin remains a busy town and is 
popular with tourists from a wide area who are 
keen to stay in the area to enjoy its beautiful 
landscapes. Many tourists stop in Llanfyllin 
for a few days on their way to the Welsh coast 
while others spend longer in the area to enjoy 
all that it offers.

A ONCE popular town hotel, 
which has stood empty for more 
than two years, is to be convert¬ 
ed into apartments. 

Plans to transform The Smithfield 
Hotel in Oswestry, that formerly 
housed the Bullring Bar, into seven 
residential apartments have been ap¬ 
proved by Shropshire Council. 

In a design and access statement, agent 
James Ellis, on behalf of J Ross Devel¬ 
opments, said the three-storey building, 
located on the corner of Salop Road and 
English Walls, which was also formerly 
The Bear Hotel, ceased to operate about 
two years ago due to “lack of trade”. 

At the time of closure it was the Bullring 
Bar. 

The proposed floor plans indicate how 
all floors will be converted to provide three 
apartments on the ground floor and two 
apartments on the first and second floors 
- totalling seven. 

The Georgian-style building, currently 
with 16 bedrooms, is located in Oswestry 
conservation area and adjoins the Black 
Gate, an historic, half-timbered inn which 
is a listed building. However the former 
Smithfield Hotel is not listed itself. 

Planning permission for the conversion 
was granted under a number of conditions. 

These conditions include Shropshire 
Council asking for an enclosed area for the 
storage of refuse bins to be provided and 
approved by them, in a bid to preserve the 
area’s amenities, as well as details being 
provided for an area to store bicycles, which 
again will be approved by the council, to 
encourage the use of sustainable forms of 
transport. 


A COUPLE have celebrated their 
diamond wedding anniversary by 
visiting the place where they got 
married 60 years ago.

Speeder can 
stay at the 
wheel despite 
points breach 

A FACTORY manager caught speed¬ 
ing in his BMW can stay in the driv¬ 
ing seat despite the fact that he now 
has 12 penalty points. 

Toby Dell, 27, formerly of Coed y 
Go in Oswestry, but now living at Al- 
tringham, admitted driving at 79mph 
in a 70mph area on the A548 at Ros- 
sett in October of last year. 

His solicitor Mike Grey said that 
he already had nine penalty points on 
his driving licence and faced the pos¬ 
sibility of a six-month driving ban as 
a totter. 

But his argument that a ban would 
cause exceptional hardship was ac¬ 
cepted at Flintshire Magistrates’ 
Court. Deputy District Judge Mau¬ 
rice Champion fined him £200 with 
£85 costs and a £30 surcharge and 
imposed three penalty points on his 
driving licence. 

But he agreed that a driving ban 
would cause exceptional hardship be¬ 
cause of the loss of his job at Krono- 
span in Chirk near Oswestry. It would 
cause difficulties for the company and 
other employees and he needed his 
licence to pick up his grandmother, 
who has dementia, from a day centre 
once a week, and if he lost his job he 
and his partner would not be able to 
keep the roof over their heads. Kro- 
nospan chairman Mike McKenna had 
made it clear in a letter that he would 
lose his job if he lost his driving li¬ 
cence, Mr Grey explained. 

Dell told how he was in charge of 
a team of people responsible for var¬ 
ious projects which were going on at 
present. He needed to visit customers 
throughout the UK and in Europe. 
Three times a week he left his home 
at 6am to drive to Chirk and on the 
other days drove directly to see cus¬ 
tomers or to their airport.

New equipment makes sure 
staff's handwashing is correct

A CUTTING edge piece of 
equipment has arrived at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital to improve hand hy¬ 
giene training. 

Called SureWash, it’s a brief- 
case-sized machine which puts 
staff at the hospital through 
the correct sequence of washing 
hands or using hygienic hand gel. 

It uses cameras to watch hand 
movements and tells the user where 
they can improve their technique. 

Infection prevention and control 
nurse Sue Sayles says it’s a fantastic 
piece of kit that will really help to 
train in hygiene practices. 

“The beauty of it is that it’s porta¬ 
ble,” she said. 

“We can take it wherever we need to 
train people. 

“I don’t need a sink to teach people 
the correct procedures because the 
camera on the module captures all the 
movements. 

“The CQC inspection in 2015 found 
hand hygiene and staff being bare 
below the elbows was something we 
could work on, so the trust has im¬ 
proved the signage on washing your 
hands since then and also brought in 
this amazing new training module.” 

Bev Tabernacle, the trust’s director 
of infection prevention and control, 
said: “Proper hand hygiene is the 
first and most effective line of defence 
when it comes to infection control. 

“Infection rates at RJAH are al¬ 
ready extremely low but we know we 
cannot be complacent. 

“Since the last CQC inspection we 
have improved leaps and bounds. 

“With the SureWash system we can 
go anywhere in the hospital and teach 
the proper sequences to hand washing 
in clinical areas and have a clear idea 
of how good staff are at washing their 
hands. 

“Our clinical staff are extremely 
dedicated and because of this we have 


an incredibly low infection rate. With 
great training we can keep it that 
way.” 

The aims of SureWash are to vastly 
improve hand hygiene in hospital 
wards and to make training and com¬ 
pliance much less labour intensive. 

It was developed in Trinity College, 


Dublin. “According to SureWash we 
are one of the first to use this system. 
And another benefit could be that we 
could take it out into the community, 
to schools and other places to teach 
proper hand hygiene if we wanted to,” 
added Sue. 

“It’s actually quite fun to use. It’s 


interactive, people quite like that. Peo¬ 
ple were scared of the UV light boxes 
we used to use because they thought it 
was showing us what’s on their hands. 
People would avoid the exercise. 

“But with this people come forward 
and want to have a go. 

“It’s making hand hygiene fun.” 


Study shows 
drawbacks 
of Powys life 

IT is a tourism hotspot for the Mid¬ 
lands with thousands flocking for hol¬ 
idays and day trips each year, enjoy¬ 
ing low traffic congestion. 

But living in Powys isn’t as idyllic 
as visitors to the region might im¬ 
agine. 

Poorly-maintained roads and a bus 
and rail network that fails its popula¬ 
tion are just some of the drawbacks 
identified in a study. 

The state of the well-being of the 
county has been studied by the Powys 
Public Services Board, a partnership 
of the county’s public sector organisa¬ 
tions, for the last 18 months. 

It has published its findings as a 
first step in developing a plan to pro¬ 
duce a positive outlook for its future 
generations. An exhibition is cur¬ 
rently touring the county to gauge 
public reaction the findings. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, chair¬ 
man of Powys Public Services Board, 
said the findings show that the areas 
that impact most negatively on 
well-being in Powys are people’s abil¬ 
ity to travel around the county, suit¬ 
able accommodation options for older 
people, poverty and deprivation. 

But it is not all doom and gloom. 
Good results coming from the sur¬ 
vey include the adequacy of childcare 
provision, health prevention and the 
county’s environment. And, with 
beautiful landmarks such as Lake 
Vyrnwy on the doorstep, it is not sur¬ 
prising that one of the biggest benefits 
identified was the millions of pounds 
tourists bring into Powys each year. 

Councillor Thomas said tourism 
had continued to grow and provides a 
£720 million boost to the local econ¬ 
omy. He said many people came for 
the region’s stunning walks andpubs 
and restaurants. 

He said Montgomeryshire had the 
most tourists staying overnight, add¬ 
ing: “Tourism is the most prominent 
in rural areas, with food and drink 
representing the largest section of the 
industry in terms of income.” 

With a population of 132,642 Powys 
is the sparsest and most rural county 
in Wales.

Michael’s physical impairments 
have not stopped him cycling in tan¬ 
dem from London to Paris, taking part 
in the London Marathon and helping 
street children in Africa, not to men¬

A GLITTERING giant cosmic egg made out 
of mirrors has left the museum where it has 
stood for 25 years to be centre stage in an exhi¬ 
bition in time for Easter. 

The Andrew Logan Museum of Sculpture in 
Berriew, near Welshpool, is the only museum 
in Europe dedicated to a living artist and its 
prized cosmic egg, created by Mr Logan, has 


been one of its main exhibits since it opened 
in 1991. 

Now Mr Logan and friends have transported 
the giant egg, very carefully, to the Museum of 
Modern Art in Machynlleth, for an exhibition 
that runs until April 22. 

Mr Logan had always dreamed of opening 
a museum to share with the world his unique 


approach to life and art. He wanted the mu¬ 
seum to be a vibrant space to display examples 
of work he had created over the decades and to 
stage events that would share his vision and 
skill for curating performance and spectacle. 

This artistic adventure started when in 1988 
Mr Logan and Michael Davis purchased a re¬ 
dundant space in Berriew. 


In 1991 their dream became a reality when 
ALMoS opened to the public. Designed by Mr 
Davis, the conversion and building works were 
funded partially by themselves along with 
grant aid and donations from patrons.

Coach firm's 
fees to capital 
under scrutiny 

PASSENGERS in Welshpool using Na¬ 
tional Express coaches have discovered 
they are paying double the price of a 
neighbouring town for the same trip. 

The coach company cut its prices for 
Newtown passengers on its London ser¬ 
vice this week after it emerged they were 
paying more than passengers getting on 
in Aberystwyth - but Welshpool resident 
will still be paying more. 

Following an investigation by the BBC, 
it emerged passengers getting on the 409 
Aberystwyth to London service paid £35 
to get to London from Aberystwyth, com¬ 
pared to £80 for those getting on in New¬ 
town and Welshpool. National Express’ 
409 service to London leaves Aberyst¬ 
wyth every day at 7.55am and stops off at 
Newtown and Welshpool before arriving 
in the capital at 3pm. Aberystwyth is 250 
miles away from the London Victoria Bus 
Station destination, while Newtown is 
200 miles away and Welshpool 190 miles. 
But the firm said it set ticket prices ac¬ 
cording to demand, rather than mileage 
or the time of day “to make best use of 
the capacity on its coaches and keep its 
prices competitive”. The firm has now 
reduced its “lowest available fare” from 
Newtown to London to match the price 
from Aberystwyth, but says it is not cut¬ 
ting fares from Welshpool. 

Professor Stuart Cole, a transport ex¬ 
pert at the University of South Wales, 
said while passengers might think the 
pricing policy was unfair, the company 
needed to make a profit. He said: “Aber¬ 
ystwyth is a student market in the main. 

“It’s a very big market, a very impor¬ 
tant market and the company wouldn’t 
want to lose it to the competition which 
is there from other coach companies and 
also from the railways.” 

Warning over 
printer scam 

CONSUMERS in Powys are being 
warned about a new scam targeting those 
looking for help with printer problems. 

The warning comes after a rise in the 
number of cases seen by the National 
Trading Standards eCrime team. Now 
Powys County Council’s Trading Stand¬ 
ards Service is warning consumers not to 
fall for the scam and remain vigilant. 

The ‘printer helpline scam’ differs from 
most scams as it sees consumers contact¬ 
ing the criminals directly, after seeing 
fake ‘helpline’ numbers in online adverts 
placed on search engines or social media. 

Cases seen by the National Trading 
Standards eCrime Team have involved 
those behind the ‘helplines’ gaining 
remote access to people’s computers - 
under the auspices of helping them to 
resolve their technical problems - only 
for them to use this to steal personal in¬ 
formation including bank account details 
and infect computers with malware. 

Cllr John Powell, Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for Trading Stand¬ 
ards, said: “I would urge people to be 
particularly vigilant about this scam. If 
you are seeking help for printer issues 
you should always use the official printer 
helpline details provided when you 
bought the product or consult the official 
website of the manufacturer for helpline 
details.” 

Firm is backing 
monoxide project 

WALES & West Utilities has pledged its 
support for projects that raise awareness 
of the risks, dangers and symptoms of 
carbon monoxide (CO) poisoning. 

The gas emergency and pipeline service 
for Wales and the south west of England 
has joined forces with the other UK Gas 
Distribution Networks to launch the 
GDN Carbon Monoxide Charity Fund, 
which invites UK-based charities to apply 
for funding to support CO-related initi¬ 
atives. 

It is hoped the fund will encourage 
new and innovative ideas around rais¬ 
ing awareness of the risks, dangers and 
symptoms of CO and the prevention of 
further CO poisoning cases in the UK. 

Accidental CO poisoning results in re¬ 
corded cases of around 40 deaths and 200 
hospitalisations each year in England and 
Wales. 

Applications will be accepted on an an¬ 
nual basis and one-off grants up to the 
value of £2,000 will be awarded from the 
fund.

There was hula hooping to represent a 
circle, lots of pie eating and evening ren¬ 
ditions of what other song than American 
Pie. The number Pi is a mathematical con¬ 
stant, the ratio of a circle’s circumference 
to its diameter. 

It is commonly approximated as 3.14159 
and has been represented by the Greek let¬ 
ter “n” since the mid-18th century, though 
it is also spelled out as pi. 

Jo Millington, head of maths at the col¬ 
lege said: “March 14 is recognised across 
the maths world as Pi Day, thanks to the 
resemblance of the date, 3/14 - the America 
way of writing it, to the first three digits of 
mathematics’ most famous constant.” 

She said students decided to have fun 
with Pi day. 

“Our maths and English team ran some 
informative and interactive sessions dur¬ 
ing the day to help students remember the 
equation for pi 3.14,” she added. 

Students took up their ukuleles and 
played and sang American Pie with some 
new lyrics and there were plenty of circular 
pies to cut up and then enjoy eating. Some 
of the staff also sang on BBC Radio Shrop¬ 
shire during the celebrations. 

Wayne Young, maths lecturer at North 
Shropshire College, said: “It has been a 
math-e-magical day for both students and 
staff who enjoyed the overall experience. 

“The students now have a deeper under¬ 
standing of Pi and where it comes from and 
even had fun along the way.”

Ambulancecrewichanges mean bosses can now advertise 
iifthespotiight job in just 37 minutes instead of 22 days 


AMBULANCE bosses have told health 
officials situations where paramedics are 
waiting an hour or more to handover their 
patients to hospital staff are just not ac¬ 
ceptable. 

Mark Docherty, executive director of 
West Midlands Ambulance Service, said 
the times taken to hand patients over at 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and Princess 
Royal Hospital, are by far the longest in 
the region. He told Shropshire Council’s 
health and adult social care scrutiny com¬ 
mittee that the NHS had faced a horrible 
winter. “The National Health Service has 
massive challenges at the moment - we 
are absolutely down to the wire and yet 
the weather has been kind, there has been 
no flu epidemic and not a huge problem 
with norovirus,” he said. 

The longest handover wait in January 
was at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
where one crew had to wait with a patient 
for four hours and 31 minutes. 

Mr Docherty told the committee: “Pa¬ 
tients should be handed over within 15 
minutes, delays of over an hour are un¬ 
acceptable. If you have a £100,000 ambu¬ 
lance stuck on a car park and two, highly 
skilled members of staff out of action for 
four and a half hours that is a loss of a 
valuable resource.” 

Care option 
view outlined 

FIREFIGHTERS in Shropshire will only 
be able to step in and help the ambulance 
service with medical emergencies if they 
become community first responders. 

The West Midlands Ambulance Service 
has said it is against a move from Shrop¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue for firefighters to 
become co-responders, turning out to car¬ 
diac and high priority emergencies, poten¬ 
tially providing life saving intervention. 

Instead executive director of the am¬ 
bulance service, Mark Docherty, told a 
meeting in the county that they would 
be welcome as community first respond¬ 
ers after having completed the training 
courses. 

Mr Docherty, speaking to Shropshire 
Council’s health and adult social care 
scrutiny committee, said the ambulance 
service had to ensure that anyone involved 
in emergencies was clinically trained. 

He said: “We have always said that if 
firefighters train as first responders we do 
not have a problem.” 

He said he was also concerned about an 
individual’s priorities in an emergency. 

“What happens if someone dealing with 
a cardiac arrest gets a call to attend a 
house fire?” he said. 

Charity ride to

CYCLISTS can sign up for an ambitious 
charity bike ride. 

The London to Paris cycle challenge sets 
off on April 19 in aid of Severn Hospice.

THE trust which controls Shropshire’s two 
hospitals has said improvements mean it now 
takes just 37 minutes to advertise a job vacan¬ 
cy - instead of 22 days. 

Recruitment is the third area Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust is carrying 
out improvement work in through its partner¬ 
ship with the Virginia Mason Institute in Seat¬ 
tle. The other areas are sepsis and respiratory. 

Paula Dabbs, head of organisational devel¬ 
opment, said: “The work has only been tested 
in one area of the hospital but it is really excit¬ 
ing to see what can be done when our talented 
teams get the opportunity to step away from 
the day job and use fresh eyes to improve the 
way we work. By delving into all the numer¬ 
ous forms they removed variation and dupli-

cation, and then created a dedicated intranet 
page where everything can be accessed in one 
place. The whole process was redesigned and 
tested through the week. It will be exciting to 
see how this process works in practice and how 
we measure through the continuous cycle of 
improvement. 

“The changes may sound simple and 
straightforward, but working in the busy envi¬ 
ronment that we all do, every day, we wouldn’t 
normally have time to do such important work. 

“The longer we have a vacancy the fewer 
staff we have available to care for our patients, 
so I am extremely encouraged with what has 


been achieved in a week and look forward to 
following the work they do to make sure it is 
sustainable going forward.” 

The improvements made during the latest 
workshop follow those made during the trust’s 
first recruitment workshop. 

Louise Graham, who ran the first workshop, 
said: “On occasions it was taking us more than 
42 days to provide a successful job candidate 
with a firm offer and a contract. Such de¬ 
lays result in our hospital teams being short 
staffed, so it was important we found ways to 
enhance the process. By taking a step away we 
were able to find the major causes for delays, 
such as forms not being completed properly or 
the candidate not attending the pre-employ¬ 
ment meeting with the correct documents.”

ACTION is being taken to address 
A&E waiting times in Shropshire, 
health chiefs have said. 

It comes after figures showed waiting 
times at the Princess Royal in Telford 
and Royal Shrewsbury were so great 
on certain days recently that the hospi¬ 
tals were among the bottom ranked in 
the country at meeting the NHS target 
of seeing patients in A&E within four 
hours. 

The performance level was revealed by 
David Evans, chief officer at Telford & Wrekin 
Clinical Commissioning Group. 

It comes after representatives from the 
county’s two CCGs and the hospitals trust, 
which runs both hospitals, attended a regional 
meeting to discuss recent poor performance in 
the urgent care system. 

Mr Evans said during a couple of days two 
weeks ago the A&E was the worst performing 
system in the country. 

He said a series of actions and improvements 
had since been put in place allowing both site 
to subsequently hit the targets. 

He added: “We are seeing some progress but 
there is still some way to go.” 

It has been revealed that 370 people visited 
Shropshire’s two main A&E departments on 
March 6, their busiest day so far this year. 

The week beginning March 6 was also the 
busiest week at the departments all year, with 
2,405 people seen, the equivalent of 14 people 
per hour each day. 

The trust has seen more than 22,380 people 
in its emergency departments, an average of 
307 people per day. 

New figures nationally revealed just 85.1 
per cent of patients attending A&E were seen 
within four hours in January - making it the 
worst month on record. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of the 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, 
said it was indicative of the pressure that the 
NHS has faced nationally. 

He described the regional meeting as “very 
constructive”. 

Mr Wright, who also chairs the Shropshire 
A&E Delivery Group, added: “I am pleased to 
say that in the week leading up to the meeting 
our A&E performance had improved due in 
particular to staff working incredibly hard to 
reduce the volume of non-admitted breaches. 

“In order to maintain and improve perfor¬ 
mance, a number of measures were agreed 
which will be delivered through the Shropshire 
A&E delivery group which meets monthly.” 


CATERING assistant Andrew Jones has been

Caron Jones said: “He is the most kind and 
considerate person I know.

Chef Daniel Hoggett said: “He’s such a help¬ 
ful lad, he’ll drop whatever he’s doing to help 
someone else. He’s a legend in my eyes.” 

Andrew said: “I didn’t know what to say 
when I was first told I was getting this award. 

“It means so much to me. 

“I’ve been working in the kitchens here for 
about three years now, and I love my job. 

“I had a cataract operation when I was only 
two or three years old and, for as long as I can 


remember, I’ve wanted to give something back 
to the NHS because of that.” 

The award was presented to Andrew by 
Mark Brandreth, chief executive at the hos¬ 
pital. 

He said: “Our catering team has deservedly 
won a lot of attention in recent months, hav¬ 
ing shone in a national survey and been short¬ 
listed for a Health Business Award. 

“It was clear from the nominations we re¬ 
ceived for Andrew that he has played a big 
part in their success and is respected and ap¬ 
preciated by colleagues and patients alike.” 


New hope revealed for under threat leisure centres 


MULTIPLE under-threat leisure centres 
should stay open, Shropshire Council has said, 
as revised plans have been revealed. 

The authority has doubled the number of 
towns in which it says leisure services should 
be focussed in the future, meaning new hope 
for centres that expected to lose all funding by 
this time next year. 

In July last year Shropshire Council said 
it wanted to invest in and support just three 
main “community leisure hubs” in Ludlow, 
Shrewsbury and Oswestry, as part of its draft 
strategy for the next 20 years. 


But now the authority has launched a 
second public consultation on a revised “in¬ 
door leisure strategy”, which recommends 
six “hubs” including Shrewsbury, Oswestry, 
Ludlow as before, but adding Bishop’s Castle, 
Bridgnorth and Market Drayton. 

It also recommends leisure centres in 
Church Stretton, Whitchurch, Cleobury Mor¬ 
timer, Ellesmere be retained as “community 
leisure centres”. 

The new plan has been welcomed by cam¬ 
paigners as a victory for those under threat 
from the scrapping of funding, such as Bish¬ 


op’s Castle’s SpArC and Teme Church Stret¬ 
ton. Whitchurch and Market Drayton were 
also facing an uncertain future under previous 
plans. 

But though the revised strategy says the 
six hubs and four other centres are recom¬ 
mended as the “minimum” the county should 
have, it stresses it is only a “preferred course 
of action” and “the ability of the council to 
support leisure facilities beyond 2018/19 will 
be determined in due course as the council’s 
medium-term financial position becomes more 
clearly defined.” 


The new draft strategy also doesn’t deal with 
the future location of Shrewsbury’s swimming 
pool, which is being treated as a separate issue 
with its own process to go through. 

George Candler, Shropshire Council’s di¬ 
rector of place and enterprise, said the revised 
document had been put together taking on 
board feedback from last year’s first draft con¬ 
solation, which ended in September. 

The consultation runs until May 8.

Filling an arena . . ? 
It's not Imoossible 


H e’s the first to admit he 
could have ended up 
on the ‘scrapheap’ for 
good, but James Arthur is 
reclaiming his dreams. The 
singer talks to The Ticket 
about growing up, and why arena tours 
and a self-help book are up next. 

The night before the Brits last month, James tweeted 
that if anyone had told him a year ago he’d be up for two 
awards, his response would have been, ‘F**k off. 

And who could blame him? His tumultuous period after 
winning The X Factor back in 2012 was well-documented. 

He rowed with fellow musicians online, offended the 
LGBT community and got dropped by Syco, Simon 
Cowell’s record label. 

It all read like a tale of self-destruction, rather than one 
of music success. 

But now the Middlesbrough-born 29-year-old is back 
- and as far as surprise turnarounds go, he’s crafted a 
career-revival that bows down only to Craig David’s. He’ll 
bring his solo tour to plays Birmingham’s 02 Academy 
on Friday, March 24, and is on the line-up for V Festival in 
Weston Park in August. 

James may not have taken any gongs home from 
the Brits but says it was an ‘honour’ to be nominated. 
Before that, his sophomore album, Back From The Edge 
- released in October, shot to number one in the charts, 
as did lead single Say You Won’t Let Go; he’s back on the 
books at Syco, and has just started on a UK tour that runs 
throughout March. 

MELTDOWN 

“It’s mind-blowing,” he mutters softly, rolling his rings 
around his fingers as he speaks. 

“At the Brits two years ago, Jimmy Carr got up and 
made some crack about me having a meltdown, and 
I remember watching it, thinking, ‘I am a joke in this 
country, there’s no coming back from this’. 

“Not only was I an X Factor winner that got 
dropped by Syco, and when that happens you’re 
never heard of again, but everyone thought I was 
a clown. I was in those ‘where are they now’ 
articles and I was like, ‘F**k me, I’m that guy, 

I’m on the scrapheap’.” 

James credits his escape from the 
overcrowded pop scrapheap to a spirit forged 
through his unbalanced upbringing. 

“I remember when my parents put me up 
for foster care and no one gave a f**k about 
me. I’ve been a survivor for so many years, 

I’ve always felt like I’ve been trying to 
survive and always found a way to 
climb out of the s**t. That’s just 
been a theme of my life, it’s the a 
mentality I’ve had to get out of 1 
the mire.” j 


Back from the brink - James's 
new tour sold out in 10 minutes 
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Opening up about that 
journey - from living in a 
bedsit, to winning The X 
Factor, and then watching 
it all crumble down around 
him - he says it left him 
feeling 40 or 50 years old. 

“It’s like I’ve been 
around for a long time, 
and to some people it 
might seem a bit bizarre 
me saying, ‘I’m back from 
the edge’, but it is wild 
when you think about it.” i 
He says the comeback 
was fuelled by his on/off 
girlfriend, professional ' 
dancer Jessica Grist. 

“I pushed everyone 
away, I ignored everyone. It 
was just me and Jess, who 
was so supportive and helped 
me through a million panic 
attacks and a million calling 
ambulances.” 

James has suffered from 
‘crippling’ panic attacks since first

appearing on X Factor, and reveals he has 
~ ; plans to pen an autobiography that will 
( also serve as a self-help book for fans 
who endure similar issues. 

Music’s helped him cope with his 
anxiety, he says, and he wants to use his 
public platform to inspire others who feel 
overwhelmed. 

“I’m really passionate about it and 
I really care,” James explains. “My 
message to those that do have it 
[anxiety] is, I know regular things can 
be so difficult - going to the 
shop, just going outside - but 
I’m doing it. And I’m having 
to go out and be judged 
by it and by the world. So 
if I can travel to France 
and play a gig in a train 
station with thousands 
of people around, then 
you can get up and go 
to the shop, buy a pint 
of milk and you will 
survive, you’ll be all 
right.” 

As for returning 
to Syco - the label 
reportedly wanted 
him back after 
Simon Cowell 
listened to James’s 
second record - 
the singer says he 
initially wanted to 
reject their offer, but 
relented because he’s 
a ‘sucker for a story’. 
“When they asked 
r me to come back, 

I thought, ‘Well I’m 
number one on iTunes 
already, so f**k you’, 
but I’m a massive 
fan of fairy tales and 
i underdog stories. I’m the

away, I ignored 
everyone. It was 
just me and Jess 


one person in history that they came back to, I like that 
that will be written, it’s a bit of an ego thing. 

“I felt like I had to prove myself to them, to let them 
know how good I am, how mature I’ve become and how 
much I’ve grown up.” 

For James, that sense of maturity means having more 
diplomacy when dealing with the label’s A&R - those 
responsible for looking after musicians and their output. 

“I’d never experienced A&R before and it p***ed me 
off. I hated A&R. I was like, ‘Don’t tell me how to make 
music, I’ve just won The X Factor, have a bit of faith in 
me - I’m James Arthur, I’m the best thing that’s ever come 
from this show. I’m gonna make you a lot of money’,” he 
admits. 

“But that’s not how it works. If you’re signed to a major 
label, you have an A&R, they do have to give opinions 
and if I was left to structure songs, we’d have eight- 
minute, obscure left-of-centre tracks.” 

He’s pleased that Back From The Edge’s success 
means he can now perform some different songs live. No 
doubt his fans felt the same; James’s UK tour sold out in 
just over 10 minutes. 

“We could’ve done arenas this time,” he says, “but I’m 
happy because I love to do those packed out rooms.” 

If his current winning streak continues, he’ll be playing 
those arena tours in no time...

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Big Busk 
to be the 



I he community event began 
as a tribute to a musician 
callously killed in an 
unprovoked attack in 2012. 

And now the organisers of The Big 
Busk, which was set up in memory of Ben 
ve secured more than 50 acts to perform 
at this year’s event. 

Now in its fifth year, the festival will return to 
Shrewsbury’s town centre to raise money for the drop-in 
centre where Ben spent some of his time. 

The theme for this year’s event, which takes place 
on April 1, will focus on how mental well-being can 
be supported and enhanced through music and 
performance. 

Emotional support is central to the services provided 
by Shrewsbury Ark. 

Ben himself was a talented musician, poet, and artist, 
who would regularly be found at The Ark finding solace in 
his music and poetry. 

Last year’s free street musical festival raised more 
than £10,000 for the charity, which helps homeless and 
vulnerable people in the town. 

This year as well as musicians busking on the street 
there will be dancers, choirs and workshops. 

Since Ben died four years ago, the festival, organised 
by his sisters Karen Higgins and Annie Hambley, has 
been held on the weekend closest to his birthday. 

Karen said: “We are over the moon to have signed up 
so many musicians so far. 

“To have 50 at this stage is fantastic and we know we 
will still get some applying to play. 

“I am really proud to say that if the festival was held this 
weekend we would be ready. 

“But it is not just buskers and musicians that we have 
lined up. 

“We have a few ukulele bands taking part and they 
always go down really well. 

“We have the Got to Sing choir, Taiko Drummers and 
lots of fab individual acts including storytellers and Morris 
dancing as well as a professional opera singer who will 
be leading a workshop. 

“There will also be drop-in workshops at Claremont 
Baptist Church where kids can come along and have a go 
at playing musical instruments. 

“We will also be welcoming Martin Stephenson, a 
singer from the north east who is a frontman with The 
Daintees, which are a British rock/folk/pop band. 

“It’s incredible to think that it will be the fifth Big Busk. 
“This is down to the wonderful musicians and acts 
who give their considerable talent for free, the wonderful 
venues which support us and our incredible army of 
volunteers who organise the event and help out on the 
day.” 

Spreadsheets and an attention to detail ensure the 
smooth running of the festival which Karen draws up with 
the help of friend Karen Paterson. 

“We are both a bit OCD about the whole thing,” she 
said. 

“The acts all play between two and three slots each so 
we have up to 150 slots to organise. 

“It is just about sticking to the spreadsheets rigidly.” 
Karen hopes that this year’s festival will be as big as 
that of previous years, but is hesitant to say better. 

She said: “The festivals over the last four years have 
been wonderful so we don’t necessarily want it to be 
better because they would be very difficult to improve on. 


“But we know we are on target to be bigger. We are 
hoping that the sun will shine on us this year but even if it 
doesn’t the shopping centres have said we can use their 
space which will make a difference.” 

Last year’s total fundraising figure was boosted by two 
marathon efforts from musicians who played for more 
than 24-hours non-stop. 

Guitar Cubed - teenagers Louis Briggs and Tom Barras 
- raised £4,000 when they set a new record for the world’s 
longest busk by playing for more than 25 hours straight. 

Singer and songwriter Paul Henshaw also raised more 
than £1,200 by playing 24 gigs in 24 hours. 

“We haven’t got anything like that planned - yet,” said 
Karen, “and they did raise a phenomenal amount but we 
hope to raise a good amount of money for the Ark this 
year.” 

All money raised from the festival goes to the Ark as 
local businesses pay for the festival overheads. 

“Everything we make goes to the Ark for all the work 


they do with the homeless and vulnerable,” said Karen. 
“This year we have set up an online donations page so 
that those who want to give money but can’t attend on the 
day will have the chance to do so.”

The money raised will be used by Shrewsbury Ark to 
help some of the area’s most vulnerable people.

Black Celebration (1986) 


If tee's an album that 
represents Depeche Mode's 
fork in tie road it's Black 
Celebration. 

Prior to that, they'd played it 
relatively safe. From of-its-time 
debut, Speak and Spell, which 
was one-dimensional and 
catchy, to their fourth album;, 
the close-but-no-cigar Some 
Great Reward, Depeche had 
been too poppy, too annoying and had failed to capitalise on 
a number of good ideas. 

Black Celebration broke through the glass ceiling. It 
continued on the arc that Some Great Reward's finer songs 
- Somebody, People Are People, Master and Servant and 
Blasphemous Rumours - had suggested. 

Dave Gahan's vocals were a revelation. Emotive and 
impassioned, they were the perfect foil for Martin L Gore's 
atmospherics. Gloomy and needy, Black Celebration was the 
apotheosis of pop noir. The album started with the sound of a 
motorbike throttle as the title track kick-started to life. And the 
pace didn't slow throughout. A Question Of Lust, Sometimes, 
A Question of Time and Stripped were stand-outs, though 
Dressed in Black, Fly On The Windscreen and Here Is 
The House maintained the quality and tempo. Sonically 
adventurous and kinky, on Black Celebration Depeche proved 
the point that the quiet ones are the ones to look out for. It was 
a turning point for them.

Violator (1990) 



Until the 1990s, the career 
of Basildon synth-pervs 
Depeche Mode had been a 
slow build. 

Their 1989 live album, 101, 
was a potent reminder of 
their potential and heralded 
an impending new direction. 

That came to fruition on 
Violator, a magnum opus 
record that catapulted 
Mode into stadiums around the world, it broke the band in 
America, reaching the Billboard Top 10, and became their 
most arresting album thus far. Clean, sparse and sinister, 
Violator was unapologetically dark and self-involved, shadowy 
and elusive. It provided a career peak as heavy hooks and 
cinematic synths provided the foundation for a morose fusion 
of pop, rock and electro. Enjoy The Silence, World In My Eyes 
and Personal Jesus were the obvious standouts though Policy 
of Truth, Halo and Sweetest Perfection also demonstrated 
the band's new-found confidence. Religion, drugs and kinky 
sex were among Martin Gore's concerns as the band who'd 
started out as boyish new romantics came of age with a 
stellar seventh album. The lusty grooves of Enjoy The Silence 
gave Depeche their biggest hit while Personal Jesus was an 
exploration of gothabilly, as Martin took inspiration from Priscilla 
Presley's book about her life with Elvis.

Songs Of Faith & Devotion (1993) 
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After the giant strides of 
Violator, Gore, Gahan and co 
flexed their muscles on the 
eerily aggressive follow-up. 

Songs Of Faith and 
Devotion was darker and 
harder than its predecessor. 

Depeche felt untamed 
and raw, lawless and wild. 

The 14-month tour that 
accompanied the record 
was one of excess, leading to tensions within the band that 
prompted Alan Wilder to quit. 

It was recorded over eight months in Madrid with producer 
Flood, who'd enjoyed success with his production on U2's 
Achtung Baby. And just as that record marked a turning point 
for the Irish rockers, so Songs Of Faith gave Depeche a newly 
loose and alluring feel. 

Powerful and dramatic, Songs features a number of the 
band's finest ever songs. As Dave Gahan became a baritone 
Jesus and Gore became a dishevelled rock dude, they 
conjured the "mighty gospel of Condemnation, the riff-tastic I 
Feel You, the redemptive Higher Love and the utterly beautiful 
In Your Room and Walking In My Shoes. 

Sorrow never sounded so good as the band's introspective 
gaze was coated in sleek, stadium-friendly angst rock 
vignettes. Dirty blues riffs and organ grooves, gospel vocals 
and murky rock motifs; it was the album that gave Depeche 
endless credibility.

Angry and bewildered. Topical and 
compassionate. Spirit is a remarkable record 
from one of the world’s biggest bands. Forged 
in the cauldron of a post-Brexit, post-Trump 
epoch in which division and hatred have been 
normalised, it’s a pointed, state-of-the-nation 
address from a band that once made 
the headlines by wearing leather 
mini-skirts and singing about 
kinky sex. 

Politicised and searching for 
answers, Spirit turns its back on the 
debauchery and soul-searching of 
Gore to focus on everyman concerns. 

And while the analysis might not 
be as academically astute as from 
a Paxman or Peston, Spirit offers 
us the social conscience of a Billy 
Bragg record. 

Don’t confuse it for 
being a call to arms, 
however, because it’s 
not. Spirit is more 
about getting in 
touch with your 
own soul than it is 
waving banners 
and placards. 

And given 
what’s gone 
before in the 

world of Depeche, that marks 
a radical departure. 

Writing lyrics that Jeremy 
Corbyn might enjoy over his 
FairTrade coffee and copy of The 
Guardian, however, hasn’t turned 
Depeche into a boring bunch of 
worthies. They’re not knitting yoghurt 



and encouraging anyone to eat mungbeans . . . just yet. 

Musically speaking, they’re in a formidable place. 

Spirit is universal and stadium-sized. It’s urgent and 
soulful, ambient and atmospheric. The darkness that has 
shrouded all of their post-Black Celebration work is there. 
Producer/mixer James Ford, best known for his work with 
Florence and the Machine, Foals and Arctic Monkeys, has 
mastered a redoubtable sound. After three albums with 
producer Ben Hillier, they’ve reinvented themselves at 
just the right time to record their best album of the 
century. 

The Worst Crime is tender and deeply 
affecting, a post-modern Strange Fruit for 
newly-emboldened racists that talks of nooses 
and violence. 

Where’s the Revolution rails against 
the apathy of the masses, whose casual 
acceptance of intolerance is called 

out. Scum, with 
its distorted, 
pleading 
vocals 
and 


swashes of electronica, is similarly themed as it 
expresses disgust at our bleak, dystopian world. The 
bluesiness of Songs of Faith and Devotion and Ultra has 
morphed into soul. 

Depeche Mode’s noir electro pop has influenced a 
new wave of contemporary bands and the Basildon trio 
return to some of the sounds that characterised their 
pre-1985 work. Yet they’re muscled-up; the equivalent of 
steroid-taking, vitamin-injecting, protein-shake-drinking, 
testosterone-supplement versions of the incongruous 
tunes of yore. 

Capturing political earthquakes in songs that are 
powerfully melodic and consistently strong makes for 
exciting listening. 

Spirit is a record of energy and resolve; a shift away 
from the faux positivism of Trump and co. They’ve been 
around too long to buy that bull. And in striking out, 
they’ve made their best record of the millennium. 


Latest album is a sign of the times 


Perhaps it’s no surprise that 
Depeche Mode’s stunning new 
album has been shaped by world 
events. 

After all, singer Dave Gahan and 
songwriter Martin Gore both live in 
the US - a country that’s experienced 
cataclysmic political upheaval in the past 
12 months. 

They former Essex synth band who 
became dark and brooding rock kings 
are angrier than ever and their follow up 
to 2013’s Delta Machine. 

Dave says Government repression, 
corporate greed and public apathy all 
shaped the record. 

“I’ve lived in New York for 20 years, I’ve 
lived in America longer that I’ve lived in 
England.” 

Remarkably, America’s alt-right 
misappropriated the band’s music 
for their nationalistic campaigning 
during the US election. Campaigner 
Richard Spencer made an extreme 


misinterpretation of Dave and co’s works 

- missing the universal messages in 
such songs as People are People and 
Condemnation. 

Dave adds: “I mean, this guy gets 
way too much publicity already. I think 
over the years there’s been a number 
of times when things of ours have been 
misinterpreted - either our imagery, or 
something where people are not quite 
reading between the lines. 

“If anything, there’s a way more sort 
of socialist - working class, if you like 

- industrial-sounding aesthetic to what 
we do. That’s where we come from. We 
come from the council estates of Essex, 
which is a really s***ty place, where 
they stuck everybody when London was 
getting too overpopulated in the late 60s. 
So I don’t quite get what he was saying. 

“He lives in a free country, and he can 
say what he likes. But at the same time, 
it was a bit disturbing. I haven’t had as 
many phone calls or texts from people 



over something like that - friends here 
and in the city, and other artists who 
were kind of shocked and like, ‘What’s 
this?”’ 

“For me, the revolution - it’s asking the 
question, first of all. It could be asking 
the question to yourself or asking the 


question to those around you or the 
world. ‘What are we doing to our planet? 
Why are we ignoring what’s obviously 
happening to the environment?’ All that 
kind of stuff.” 

“If you’re making good art, it reflects 
what’s going on around you.” 





























erforming live? It's the 
best feeling in the world 



E veryone has got a song 
inside them, just get it out 
there!” 

She’s worried she sounds like 
a cliche machine, chuckling with 
embarrassment as she chats to 
The Ticket from a service station somewhere 
between here and Bristol. But Fall Girl actually 
has some sage advice for other potential 
musicians. 

The 31-year-old singer/songwriter gave us her debut LP 
last year - Arcana - and has worked with some big names 
to build her own reputation. But more of that later. 

“Just be real,” she adds. “Say what you mean. 
“Personally, I write about what I know about. They 
are my thoughts and feelings about things in the world. 

I know everyone is different and being real will mean 
different things to people. That is why everyone is 
different and we have all these different arts and artists. 

“That’s why it’s so exciting. You know what is inside 
yourself so get it out there. Just do it!” 

And just doing it is what Fall Girl - real name Michelle 
Sciarrotta - has been up to all along. She has been 
practicing what she preaches. 

A guitar teacher from Coventry by day, simply showing 
other people how to play wasn’t quite the end game for 
her as far as music goes. 

Not that she doesn’t enjoy it, mind. And her pupils are 
always keen to pay her back now she is going out on her 
own two feet. “They’re brilliant,” she gushes. “They come 
to a lot of gigs and buy all the music, they’re great. 

FLEXIBILITY 

“They understand what I do and are keen to support 
it. I have everything from lads I have taught since they 
were smaller than me - and now they’re not smaller than 
me - up to old age pensioners. It’s such a wide range of 
students.” 

But no, something was lacking. So she tried playing 
for herself and found another way to pay the bills. “I do 
a lot of function work - gigs and functions, cover work, 
that sort of thing. With the guitar teaching quieter since 
the gigs really started taking off it’s nice to have that 
flexibility.” 

So, she pushed herself even further. As well as 
recording and playing with others, her pseudonym Fall 
Girl has given her a new lease of life musically. 

In fact she’s just travelling back from a show in Bristol 
when we speak to her. A ‘lovely’ city she says, “embraces 
original music and doesn’t just want to hear covers”. 

She released her first LP Arcana last year, with The 
Ticket saying of it: “Fall Girl’s approach is soft, with guitar 
and strings playing as much a role as her sweet, sliding 
voice on the hushed sound.” 

But she readily admits it hasn’t all been plain sailing: 

“At times it’s amazing - the best feeling in the world 
travelling and performing. And then there are other 
times where you have to get up early after a late night 



and it’s motorways and traffic. You have to balance your 
body clock and your emotions. But I am grateful for the 
opportunity. It is something I simply have to do. 

“It’s just about finding the places to play. As much as I 
love the Midlands it’s about trying to branch out now.” 

That readiness to branch out led her to Wolverhampton 
- a record shop on Cleveland Street to be precise. 

Vinyl & Vintage have really bought the Fall Girl project 
and backed her to the hilt. They helped her record and 
release her debut Arcana, and will be helping her with 
album number two in the autumn ‘ready for an end of year 
release’. And like seemingly so much in this business 



it came about by chance. Owner Claire Howell saw me 
playing at The Cock & Magpie in Bewdley and said she’d 
like to support me. Her interest in music and local talent 
meant it was a mutual liking between us and she just 
made such a brilliant offer to support me.” 

That support has ranged from advice to gig space, with 
Fall Girl playing under her various guises in the Black 
Country venue. 

And she’s attracted the attention of brighter lights in 
the local music industry, too. Brummie-born Blaze Bayley 
is kind of a big deal in the metal world having fronted 
Wolfsbane at various times totalling more than two 
decades and replaced Bruce Dickinson as the vocalist for 
Iron Maiden in the 90s. 

Michelle has written and recorded alongside Blaze for 
some of his solo work, played live as part of his band and 
even supported him as Fall Girl for some of his dates. 

One of these included launching Blaze’s own latest 
record at Vinyl & Vintage last month, where the pair 
appeared together. 

She is full of admiration for the 53-year-old and 
delighted with the support he has shown her. 

“He has been the best mentor with it all. He has been 
working in this business for 30 years as a professional 
and is always willing to listen and give feedback. 

“With his experience and knowledge he is a really 
respected resource and I am delighted he has asked me 
to support him over the past year.” 

You could argue that Michelle is setting herself up for a 
fall putting herself in the public eye. But this girl has other 
ideas, and is aiming for success by simply keeping it real.

Paul Weller - Jawbone 9/10 


There's a song on Jawbone 
that is classic Paul Weller. The 
Ballad of Jimmy McCabe is a 
soft-strummed acoustic tune 
with gently lilting vocals. Fans 
with long enough memories 
will put it on a par with with 
Black Sheep Boy or English 
Rose. 

But comparisons with 
Paul's solo work pretty much 
begin and end there. For the man credited with keeping Britain 
in tune with all things mod has dramatically reinvented himself 
on this extraordinary record. 

Musically speaking, it's as much of a departure as it was for 
Clint Mansell to stop writing Pop Will Eat Itself tunes in favour 
of brooding soundtracks for Darren Aronofsky films. It's as 
big a creative leap as it was for David Bowie to move ftOft the 
folk whimsy of his 1967 debut to the wigged-out weirdness of 
Ziggy Stardust and the Spiders From Mars. 

Jawbone is a gritty Brit film featuring such brilliant character 
actors as Ray Winstone, tan McShane and Michael Smiley 
about a boxer who hits rock bottom. And the soundtrack 
conveys the paranoia, psychosis and desperation of the 
last-drink saloon protagonist. In places, it's as ambient as 
Brian Eno; as rocky and psychedelic as 
Brendan Lynch-era Weller; as percussive 
and energetic as a Keith Moon jam and 
as dark, brooding and intense as the 
aforementioned soundtracks of the 
brilliant Clint Mansell. 

When Paul released 22 Dreams 
he took many by surprise. But 
this is a bigger leap than 
ever before. And while 
Jawbone might not 
be the best record of 
his unique career, it 
is unquestionably the 
most interesting. 


Move along Mr Sheeran - 
make way for the lady. 

Dame Vera Lynn's album, 
released to mark her 100th 
birthday, shouldn't knock Ed 
off the charts just as a nod 
to her being our favourite 
centenarian, but because 
her voice refreshed with 
today's technical wizardry, 
could easily give today 
today's girls a run for their money. 

There's no sound like it. It has a stirring strength that lends 
itself to the morale boosting songs needed in wartime, but 
also adds extra poignancy and verve to classic lovesongs like 
A Nightingale Sang in Berkley Square and Yours. 

If thrash metal is your thing, that Vera Lynn 100 is not for you, 
although Afie Boe gives it a good go on We'll Meet Again, the 
obvious choice for the opening track. 

Other big names join her in completely new re-orchestrated 
versions of her songs. Lookout for Aexander Armstrong in 
White Cliffs of Dover and Aed Jones in As Time Goes By. 
Another track worth a second listen is Rod Stewart's Sailing, a 
recording which came as a surprise to many. 

The album is a wonderful tribute to her singing career, which 
started when she was 22 and has seen her musical talents 
span the charts from the 1940s to the 21 st century. She was 
the Forces' Sweetheart - she's now everybody's. 


Ben Frost: Fortitude 


The psychological sci-fi drama 
Fortitude has been a favourite 
among Sky viewers in recent 
years. 

Set in the fictional Arctic 
Norwegian settlement of 
Fortitude, on Svalbard, its 
impressive cast, chilling 
setting and exquisite pace has 
won it breathless reviews. 

The series is underpinned 

by a brilliant score from Australian composer and producer 
Ben Frost, who is based in Reykjavik and who also scored 
Sleeping Beauty and the adaptation of Ian Banks novel The 
Wasp Factory. 

If you're looking for comparisons, think Nico Muhiy or Daniel 
Bjarnason, whose similarly emotive music is spectral and 
forbidding. 

Glacial and strange, Fortitude shows that it's not just 
TV that's living through a golden age - soundtracks are 
too. Frost's OST is resonant urgent and alarming. It's 
uncompromising and deeply unsettling. The psychological 
intrigue of the TV show is carried through in his fascinating 
leftfield score.

New Mazda two-seater 
has just got even better

Imagine the joy of discovering your 
favourite iconic two-seater just got 
even better if you will. Well it’s just 
happened with the launch of the 
new Mazda MX-5 RF - an example of 
metal origami. 

Brave decisions by Mazda bosses 
have seen the arrival of the new 
Retractable Fastback metal roof, 
adding a touch of class to the World’s 
most popular sports car. 

And I have an inkling that you’ll need 
to move pretty quickly if you want to 
snap-up one of the limited edition 
models in a hurry. 

Because Mazda had only 500 of 
the special editions in red and grey 
available at the March 4th launch and 
they’re already nearly sold out as 
fans of the roadster clamour to get 
their hands on the new model as an 
alternative to the highly successful 
soft-top. 

But buyers won’t be too disappointed 
because orders are already being 
taken for the rest of the range and 
there are plenty of options for Mazda 
enthusiasts to pick from. 

It takes less than 13 seconds for the 
coupe to transform to an open-top 
sports car with the roof peeling back, 
before splitting in two and vanishing 
beneath the rear deck like a piece of 
folded paper without affecting boot 
space in any way. 

Powered by a 160ps 2.0-litre 
SKYACTIV-G engine, the launch 
edition is marked out by its unique 
twin-tone roof, 17” BBS wheels, black 
door mirrors and a black rear spoiler. 

Available with a choice of Soul Red 
or Machine Grey Metallic paint, it also 
comes with a safety pack as standard, 
while the exclusive feel continues 
inside with Alcantara trim and Recaro 
seats. 

It would have been absolute 
madness had Mazda not stayed true 
to the underlying principle of the 
previous generation MX-5 retractable 
hardtop, but the new Mazda MX-5 RF’s 
“fastback” styling does give it a unique 
appearance and broadens its appeal. 

So is this the start of another chapter 
in the amazing success story of the 
Mazda MX-5.? Well Managing Director 
Jeremy Thompson certainly thinks so. 

“We are very excited about the arrival 
of the all-new Mazda MX-5 RF. It will 
add a unique and stylish model to our 
range, one that stands distinct from 
the MX-5 convertible, yet retains all the 
award-winning driver appeal our sports 
car is famed for,” he told me. 

“With over 120,000 sales since its 
launch in 1990, the UK has played a 
huge part in the MX-5 success story. 
The last generation of retractable 


hardtop accounted for a large 
percentage of MX-5 sales and we 
expect the all-new RF to continue that 
trend,” he added. 

As with the established Mazda 
MX-5 convertible, all manual models 
powered by the 2.0-litre 160ps engine 
feature a limited slip differential and 17- 
inch wheels; while Sport Nav manual 
models (and the Launch Edition) 
feature Bilstein dampers and strut 
brace to enhance the ride. 

And with the introduction of the 
£27,095 Sport Nav Auto, the current 
generation of MX-5 is offered with an 
automatic gearbox for the first time in 
the UK. 

Available in both SE-L Nav and Sport 
Nav trim, RF’s powered by the 1.5-litre 
131 ps engine will arrive in dealerships 
in May. 

Generations of people have been 
attracted to Mazda’s straightforward 
approach to the two-seater market and 
I don’t think they will be disappointed 
with this new model. 

The biggest change is at the back 
end where the roof folds-in brilliantly, 
revealing a unique design that will 
make the model instantly recognisable. 

I would have liked to see Mazda 
address the lack of storage space in 
the cabin but nothing has changed 
there. That means even a briefcase 
really needs storing in the boot, as do 


coats and any other accessories. 

The cabin looks the part with 
equipment and instruments just 
where you would expect to find 
them but it’s a tight and perhaps a 
claustrophobic space to those not 
used to two-seater travel. 

And while the driving position is 
comfortable enough, with plenty of 
adjustment to steering column and 
seat, the passenger seat offers very 
little leg relief to those around six feet 
tall. 

Even with the roof folded on a cold 
and blustery morning the cabin was 
still a cosy place to be as long as you 
cranked up the heating and switched 
on the essential heated seats. But 
there was a little too much wind noise 
with the roof up on the model tested. 

With specially tuned suspension, 
steering and brakes the MX-5 is 
still a fun car to drive with the 2.0 
160ps Launch Edition charging from 
0-62mph in just 7.4 seconds and top 
speeding at 134mph. 

It’s still pound for pound the best 
value two-seater available today too. 
The 1.5 SE-L Nav comes in at £22,195 
while the top-of-the-range Launch 
Edition will set you back £28,995. 

You’d better get your order in 
quickly because I have a feeling 
Mazda might have a few problems 
meeting demand.

Great interior finish elevates 
Range Rover to new status 


RANGE ROVER AUTOBIOGRAPHY DYNAMIC, £132,000 



The new Range Rover is superbly finished and, despite it being one of the heaviest cars on the road, it’s still a potent beast

Readers with long memories may recall 
how you could hose out the floor of the 
original Range Rover after a muddy day 
on the farm, thanks to its oh-so-practical 
rubber floor covering. 

Times have changed since the 1970s, 
you might agree, on catching a glance 
inside the latest offering from the Solihull 
production line. 

These days you’d be more inclined to 
hose yourself down - or at least take a 
shower - before daring to slip into the 
Range Rover’s interior. 

Certainly that applies to one that’s been 
through the company’s Special Vehicle 
Operations in Coventry, emerging in all its 
diamond quilted leather and high gloss 
veneered wood splendour. 

The fettling elevates the already far from 
humble Range Rover to Autobiography 
status, where even the car’s handbook is 
finished in the same quilted leather as the 
extremely comfortable seats - and (look up 
now) the perforated headliner also began 
life on a cow’s back. 

Then, there’s what you’ll find under 
the bonnet. If your particular Range 
Rover Autobiography is blessed with an 
additional ‘Dynamic’ tag you will have the 
most powerful version on sale - all 550 
horsepower of it. 

To put that in some sort of context, that’s 
a bit more than the 540 horses produced 
by the humblest McLaren supercar. 

So the SVAutobiography Dynamic ought 
to fly as well as impress at the kerbside. 

It does, of course, but there’s one crucial 
difference between the svelte, two-seat 
Macca and the five-seat, four-wheel drive, 
go anywhere, tow a trailer Rangie. 

You’ve guessed; the latter is rather 
heavier. At more than 2.4 tonnes the Range 
Rover is among the heaviest cars on 
the road and that has consequences on 
performance. 

It is still a potent machine, almost 
surreally quick for such a big beast, with 
atop speed of 155mph and 0-62mph 
in 5.1 seconds and all accompanied 
by a delicious roar from its 5.0 litre 
supercharged V8 petrol engine. 

Power reaches all four wheels via 
a seamlessly changing eight-speed 
automatic gearbox. 


A rotary control (in what its maker 
describes as ‘a sophisticated knurled 
finish’) can be turned to look after things if 
you head off road for the nearest beach or 
mountain. 

The necessary built-in toughness brings 
the already mentioned weight penalty 
and that’s reflected in an official average 
economy of 22.1 mpg, but you don’t have to 
try hard to sink beneath 20mpg. 

The tailpipe emissions figure of 299g/km 
is similarly profligate. 

Big red finished Brembo brake calipers 
wink at you from behind huge alloy wheels 
and are an SVAutobiography marker along 
with graphite grey licks on bonnet, grille, 
bumper and tailgate and four chromed 
tailpipes loudly suggesting all that 


performance. If the way it goes in a straight 
line is impressive so too is the manner this 
burly beast tackles the corners, thanks to 
a thorough going over of its suspension 
that drops ride height a tad and stiffens up 
springs and dampers. 

The ride, on sophisticated air springs 
remains peerlessly controlled and remains 
one of the Range Rover’s stand out 
features, the sort of attribute that long-term 
owners simply adore. 

Standard kit extends to a 1,700 watt 
Meridian sound system, rear centre 
console with chiller to keep the champers 
cool and adaptive cruise control. 

You can choose, for no extra cash, to 
include an excellent head up instrument 
display and big iPad-like screens for rear 


seat passengers (not a squeak from the 
little ones!). 

Why you might decline these ‘free’ 
features is beyond me. 

So, your £132,000 buys a decadently 
equipped and very fast Range Rover, 
which its maker must hope will appeal to 
someone with, say, a Bentley Bentayga on 
the shopping list too. 

The newcomer from Crewe starts at 
£135,800, little more than this Range Rover 
and is actually faster, lighter and more 
economical (a relative term) thanks to its 
diesel engine. 

But it’s nowhere near as dripping in 
goodies as the Range Rover without 
spending a small fortune on options. That 
may make all the difference. 


Guide to help decipher technobabble

Adaptive Cruise Control uses sensors on the car to detect vehicles ahead 


Safety technology is becoming prevalent 
in cars - in fact, Euro NCAP actively 
encourages it - but it can make the options 
list a minefield of jargon and confusing 
acronyms. Do you want to specify the 
AEB? Or perhaps you want the optional 
ACC? And what exactly is TPMS? 

To try and decipher some of this 
technobabble, we’ve put together this 
simple and easy-to-digest guide. It isn’t 
all-encompassing, and doesn’t account 
for some manufacturers’ strange brand- 
specific acronyms, but it should cover the 
basics. 

Adaptive Cruise Control (ACC) 

We all know about cruise control. Well 
this is just a variation on a theme. As well 
as holding the car at a predetermined 
speed, this system uses sensors on the 
front of the car to detect vehicles ahead 
and keep a safe distance. If the car in front 
slows, so do you. If the car ahead starts 
going faster than the speed your cruise 
control is set to, though, the system goes 
back to working like normal cruise control, 
keeping you at your chosen speed. 
Blind-spot monitoring 
Checking your blind spot is - and 


probably always will be - an important 
part of driving, but in case your cockpit 
workload becomes a bit too high or 
you start to lose concentration, many 
manufacturers are offering this system to 
help you out. In short, it’s simply a radar 
that detects cars in the ‘blind spot’ over 
your shoulder and warns the driver, usually 
with a light that illuminates in the relevant 
mirror. It shouldn’t be relied upon, but it is 


a useful driver aid. Lane departure warning 
(LDW) 

This is a simple piece of safety 
equipment that warns you if you’re about 
to leave your lane without indicating. If 
you cross the white line, the system will 
assume you’ve fallen asleep and alert you, 
often by beeping or vibrating your seat. It 
isn’t a foolproof system, and it often seems 
to go off for no reason, but it’s well worth 


using if you feel yourself getting a bit tired 
and need to drive a few miles before you 
can stop for a rest. It’s also handy if you 
have children distracting you in the car. 
Lane keeping assist 
This system shares much with lane 
departure warning, but rather than simply 
alerting you that you’re wandering out of 
lane, it will actively steer back into the lane. 
Autonomous emergency braking (AEB) 
As the name suggests, AEB is simply 
an automatic brake the car can apply if it 
senses an impending accident and the 
driver does not respond. Very often the 
system will completely prevent a crash 
at low speeds and reduce the severity of 
higher-speed crashes. 

Tyre pressure monitoring system (TPMS) 
Tyre pressure monitoring is now a 
legal requirement for new cars, and it 
quite simply monitors the air pressure 
in each tyre. If it senses a dramatic drop 
in pressure, it will alert the driver. These 
systems vary in their complexity, with 
some simply conveying their message 
via a warning light, while others will give 
details such as which tyre has triggered 
the alarm and how much air is in each tyre.
